V ENGEFUL driver Julian 
Ospina-Florez shot and 
killed his nightmare 
boss Debra Rivera AND 
her husband as bloody 
payback for the nasty way 
she talked to him and other 
employees. 

Before jurors convicted Julian 
Ospina-Florez for murdering 
Debra and her doctor hubby, 
Hector Rivera, Tampa, Fla., 
prosecutors conceded she was 
a vicious, sharp-tongued Boss 
from hell whose favorite target 
was Ospina-Florez. 

Even so, prosecutors asked 
for the 35-year-old to get 
the death penalty - since he 
deliberated tried to cover up his 
role in the bloodbath by staging 
the crime scene to look like a 
home invasion. 

Cops learned of the vicious 
slayings on Jan. 9, 2012, when 
a weeping Ospina-Florez called 
911 from the couple’s mansion. 
He claimed his boss and the 
doctor were killed by intrud- 


ers who overpowered him and 
tied him up. He begged the dis- 
patcher to “get somebody here 
fast. They killed my boss! 1 was 
working ... they catch me. They 
tie me.” 

When police arrived, they 
found 76-year-old Hector lying 
dead in a pool of blood on the 
driveway, riddled by four bul- 
lets. The retired osteopath was 
shot in the back, head, chest 
and arm. 

They also found Ospina- 
Florez with a zip tie around one 
of his wrists. 

And in one of the six 
bedrooms of the swanky, 
$1.1 million, 11,000-square-foot 
home, they found 55-year-old 
Debra’s body lying face down. 
She had been shot twice in the 
face. 

But cops smelled a rat almost 
immediately. 

“His story was not plausible,” 
says Hillsborough County Sher- 
iff David Gee. “We fixed on him 
as the suspect the first night.” 


Investigators found no sign 
of a break-in at the home in 
the exclusive, heavily-guarded 
gated community surrounded 
by eight-foot stone walls. 

And Ospina-Florez couldn’t 
describe the attackers. 

Although he claimed he’d 
been beaten, he showed no 
bruises or signs of injuries. 

And the zip ties that suppos- 
edly bound him were far too 
loose. 

But his fate was ultimately 
sealed by the damning crime 
scene. 

Cops found a sickening 


trail of bloody footprints lead- 
ing away from Hector’s body. 
When Ospina-Florez removed 
his shoes, they found his socks 
drenched with gore. 

They also found the 9mm 
huger murder weapon hidden 
under a ping-pong paddle in 
a kitchen drawer at the home. 
Later, police discovered he’d 
bought the gun and the bullets 
found in the victims’ bodies. 

Prosecutors say Ospina- 
Florez and Debra had just 
returned from a trade show in 
her Cadillac Escalade when 
he shot her dead. Then, he

The coward shot Hector 
through a glass door and 
chased him down the driveway 
where he mercilessly blasted 
him three more times. 

The disgruntled employee 
had worked eight months for 
Debra, who ran a knockoff jew- 
elry and accessories business 
called Distinctive Creations 
from her home. 

Just days before the slayings, 
she accused the Colombian 
native, who is a naturalized U.S. 


citizen, and other employees 
of stealing $30,000 of her 
merchandise. 

Later, lawmen found missing 
merchandise worth thousands 
of dollars at Ospina-Florez’s 
townhouse and other evidence 
linking him to the bloodbath. 

But what really set him off 
was the way his boss spoke to 
him. 

A prosecutor noted the kill- 
er fired one shot “through the 
mouth that demeaned and be- 
littled and chastised him.”

T aken tough guy 
Liam Neeson’s shock- 
ingly gaunt appear- 
ance has friends and 
family terrified his 
health is dangerously 
deteriorating, say sources.

Her results are not unique: Scien- 
tists have seen an improvement in 
the conditions of more than half of 
the patients in their trial. 

“Even in patients who have failed 
everything, including the most 
modern pharmaceuticals, we have 
seen a clear trend of improvement,” 
Prof. Paul-Peter Tak, a rheuma- 
tologist at the Dutch hospital, told 
reporters. 

“We may be able to achieve re- 
mission in 20 percent to 30 percent 
of patients, which would be a huge 
step forward in the treatment of 
rheumatoid arthritis.” 

The condition, which affects 1.5 
million Americans, causes joint 
pain, swelling, stiffness and fatigue. 
It is the second most common form 
of arthritis, and the most common 
inflammatory joint disorder. 

Researchers hope the same tech- 
nique could reverse other chronic 
conditions, including asthma, obe- 
sity and diabetes.

T erry Xumage, a 
50-year-old from Ten- 
nessee, is America’s 
most despicable 
deadbeat dad! 

The creep has allegedly

“It got to me when he 
said, ‘You’re my Forrest 
City girlfriend.’

On Nov. 1, 2014, Terry 


appeared at a hearing and 
testified he had “no income.” 

But when he was locked 
up later that month for 
owing more than $6,000 in 
back support, he paid up that 
same day and was released. 

And despite longtime 
claims that he’s penniless, 
Terry’s social media activity 
tells a drastically different 
story. On his Facebook page 
he brags about a recent lavish 
birthday bash in Memphis at 
Club Envy, where he’s listed 
as part owner. He posted 
a picture of himself at the 
event drinking from a $350 
bottle of Hennessy cognac. 

While the dirtbag has 
listed several Memphis 
properties as his address, 
each is registered to other 
family members or business 
associates — masking 
Terry’s real net worth. 

If an owner puts a piece of 
property “in someone else’s 
name, that would be an 
effective way to hide those 
assets,” says Memphis family 
attorney Miles Mason.
